35 U.S.C. § 112 first paragraph rejection (claim 2) 

Claim 2 has been amended to limit the claim scope to NGF. 

35 U.S.C. § 112 second paragraph rejection (claims 6-7. 13-14 and 18-19) 

These claims have been amended to refer to therapies rather than techniques. 

Allowance of claims 1-9 and 1 1-21 is solicited.
